But the physical evidence was 
piled high in the courtroom, cases of 
whisky and champagne and cans of 
pure alcohol, all found in an evidential 
way to be “good for beverage pur- 
poses,” and all taken from cases billed 
as professional books and household 
goods among the possessions of Capt. 
Bass. 


Agent Not Cross Examined. 


There was ever no effort by the de- 
fense to cross examine the chief wit- 
ness for the prohibition forces, Agent 
Maurice Wolff, since Capt.. Bass’ at- 
torneys refused to recognize this as 
competent evidence and plan for their 
next move an effort to have the mem- 
bers of the court wipe out its effect by 
a ruling of the whole court. But it 
stands now and on the strength of it 
the prosecution yesterday rested the 
case against the accused captain. 

The evidence consists specifically of

The men sup- 
posed to destroy it did not do so, and 
according to the ,evidence, it was 
slipped out of the warehouse on or-

The north gide treatment plant, 
which ultimately will cost $32,000,000, 
will be put in operation next July and 
serve about 605,000 people. The first 
third of the west side plant, which 
eventually, including sewers, will cost 
more than $40,000,000, will be put in 
operation about Oct. 1, serving an esti- 
mated population of 555,000. So 1,160.,- 
*900 residents of Chicago’ will be so 
served. 

The Des Plaines pliant, serving 55.- 
000 suburbanites, and the Calumet 
plant serving about 140,000 residents 
of Chicago, are in operation. The fol- 
lowing table shows the progress in 
providing sewage treatments to date, 
to Oct. 1. this year and to Dec. 31 
next year:

SHANGHAI, Jan. 27.—The nation- 
alist government, which controls six- 
teen of China’s twenty-one provinces, 
issued a manifesto today denying the 
right of the Peking government to ad- 
minister the Chinese maritime cus- 
toms. 

This move was interpreted here a 
an important blow against Peking’s 
control of government finance, since 
, the customs constitutes the largest 
single source of the nation’s revenues, 
|; amounting approximately to $40,000,- 
000 annually, but most of which has 
been pledged as security for the pay- 
ment of foreign loans. 

The nationalist government’s action 
is likely to precipitate a lively interna- 
tional controversy due to the fact that 
the Chinese customs service is con- 
trolled by the powers, with the Brit- 
ish predominant, due to Great Brit- 
ain’s leadership in China's trade, 
which it is now rapidly losing to Amer- 
ica and Japan. The present acting 
inspector general of customs is A. H. 
F. Edwards, a British subject. 

A considerable stir has been pro- 
duced in nationalist circles here as & 
result of the report from Hongkong’ 
that the National City bank of New 
York has loaned the Canton govern 
ment $10,000,000 on security of the 
customs surtax, at 2% per cent, 
authorized by the Washington confer- 
ence. It is reported that the purpose 
of the loan was to stabilize the Can- 
ton currency.
